he 569th General Meeting of the 
Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club was 
opened at 7:49 p.m. by Russ 
(W3CH).

he base complex is now known as 

The Philadelphia Naval Business Cen- 
ter. All Navy foundry and propeller work is 
now being done at the shipyard’s Foundry 
& Propeller shop. The “prop shop” now 
carries the top security classification due to 
the highly classified submarine propeller 
produced here. All Navy and commercial 
shipyards that were doing foundry and pro- 
peller work have ended production. 

An increase in employment is in the 
process to handle the added workload. 

The Federal printing office at Robbins 
Avenue is now located at the Naval Base’s 
former Chiefs’ Club. 

Baltimore’s Naval Surface Weapons 
Office is relocating to building 4, as part of 
the Navsess office in the shipyard—an in- 
crease of 250 jobs. Navsess has taken over 
more than half of the base area east of Broad 
Street to Mustin Field. 

The Navy Human Resources Office of 
N.E. Philly is to relocate into the base. Also 
the Naval Contract Office of Chambers- 
burg is relocating to the base—a total of 
about 900 new jobs. 

Beginning in 1998, the Philadelphia Ea- 
gles football team will lease office space on 
the base (or one of several buildings outside 
the main gate). They have also leased the 
Marine Parade Ground for Spring practice. 
And they may also lease part of the Marine 
Barracks for locker room and showers. 

There is a proposal by several cruise 
ship lines, though not firm at this writing, 
for a cruise ship terminal in the area of the 


ferry slip to pier 2 of the base and shipyard. 
There is a lot of work involved before this 
can be done. The reason for this proposal is 
that some cruise ships cannot pass under the 
Walt Whitman Bridge to dock at city piers. 
This area of the base is an ideal docking 
point, but the area must be modified to 
accept this kind of use. The only area now 
available for business or public use is the 
naval housing area, the rifle range, and the 
undeveloped area east of Mustin Field. 

Their are more changes likely to come. 
All, or most of this information comes from 
Navsess office, and from periodic contact 
with Congressman Foglietta. &
